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PEEFATORY  NOTE. 


This  List  consists  of  titles  of  works  having  a  bearing  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  government  regulation  of  insurance.  It  is  not  presented  as 
anything  like  a  complete  bibliography  or  as  a  guide  for  the  specialist 
who  is  familiar  with  the  literature  of  his  subject.  It  aims  to  offer 
some  suggestions  for  the  ordinary  investigator. 

The  section  devoted  to  the  United  States  is  mostly  made  up  of  dis- 
cussions of  the  question  of  Federal  supervision.  The  sections  on 
foreign  countries  contain  works  showing  regulations  in  force  in  the 
respective  countries.  As  appertaining  to  the  question  of  government 
regulation  there  are  included  some  general  treatises  on  insurance.
